I consider the formation of the 
Maktab system as a vital action which was necessary in this vicinity for if this system had 
not been formed, there was a great chance of- (May Allah save us all-) people leaving 
the folds and Mercy of Islam.

5) During the journey, there was a sad sight which greatly affected us, to the extent 
that the sadness of this sight expressed itself in the shape of tears upon our faces. 
The sad sight was the state of the Masaajid and the distress of their imams. The 
Masaajid of these area embody a verse from the poetry of Allama Iqbal: 

"The Masajid are mourning; due to its being empty of worshippers" 

The Masajid in Nepal are in a deplorable condition that it must be seen to 
believe it. Allah makes mention in the Qurah,"£SjJ o' & C$ £> « <^" The 
commentators of the Quran have regarded this ayah to physically as well as 
spirituclly raise the Houses of Allah. It is sad to say that here in Nepal the 
Masaajid are void of both these blessings. It is our humble appeal that we turn 
our much needed attention towards this situation. 

I am well aware that this is not the responsibility of a single person, but 
the entire nation and Ummah is responsible for this task. I am writing this with 
the hope that the longing and yearning in my heart may echo to others and 
reach "hem as well. Actually I would request you to notify those who are 
responsible at the Jamiat-Ulema Transvaal about the current condition of these 
areas. The Muslims here should be notified as well, for we are blessed with 
having a Masjid every few metres, while in Nepal community after community is 
deprived of this blessing. 

This topic should be discussed further because the Imams are also living 
under difficult circumstances. There is a need to unite all the Imams of all the 
various. Masaajid under one body. There should be arrangements for their 
month y salary, and at least twice a year, the teachers and Imams should gather 
and exchange their opinions in various religious matters. Some advice should be 
given from our side and most of the time should be spent listening to their 
concerns and comments. Hopefully if effort is made in this manner for a few 
years, Si blossoming future will be seen.

6) At least twice a year, arrangements should be made to provide the students with 
two peiirs of clothing. This task can be accomplished by means of Zakat (charity 
funds) And under the system of Maktabs, a uniform befitting this situation 
should also be discussed. This is vital for changing and forming a learning 
environment. The students of Maktabs are often impressed and affected by the 
seemingly sophisticated and organized school system, 



The Second Program of the Masjids InauRuration: 

After the Maghrib Salah the second gathering of the Masjid commenced. 
This program included talks by four of the prominent and noble scholars of the 
area. At 9:00pm sharp, Mufti Mohammad Ali Sahib addressed the people in a 
comprehensive and complete manner. Mufti Mohammad Ali Sahib spoke upon 
the importance Tabligh, and the vital connection which is needed between the 
scholars and the Muslim community, and thus pointed out some very important 
and beneficial pearls of advice.
